My body 
fhall be put upon the oak table, in my coffin, ia 
the brown room, and fifty Irifhman fhall be in- 
vited to my wake, and every one fhall have twe 
quarts of the beft aqua vite, and each one a 
fkein, dirk, or knife laid before him; and when 
their liquor is out, nail up my coffin, and com- 
mit me to the earth, from whence I came. This 
is my will.

The houfe of Mr. Roger Smith, of Grafton, in 
the lower part of Vermont, was unfortunately 
fet on fire by three fmall children, the oldeit be- 
ing only g years of age, while the parents were 
both from home, by means of carrying a candle 
into the chamber, where there was a large quan- 
tity of undreffed flax, laid "P for drying, which 
was inftantly abforbed with flames and confumed 
with all its contents, together with the three 
children, who were found clafped together in 
one corner of the chamber; he 4 after affiltance 
was obtained, by means of throwing on fnow, 
their bodies were confiderably preferved trom 
the fire, and on Tuefday following were decent- 
ly interred. 

Extract of a letter from German Creek, Jan. 29. 

** We had a treaty with the Cherokees tie 
18th of December, and the 8th init. they fell 
upon a party of men from our fettlement, and 
killed one and wounded two, without any lois 
on their fide, this is the way that faithleis and 
bloody tribe keep their treaties with us—we have 
fome expectation that the Choctaws, Ciickalaws 
and Upper Cherokees, will go to war againtt the 
Creeks, as a party of the Chickafaws has alrea- 
dy been out to war againft them, and have bro’t | 
in five Creek fcalps, which I am in hopes will be 
fome eafe to our frontiers, if Congrefs will only 

ive us the liberty of raifing one hundred men 

or fix months, to join the tribes that intend go- 
ing to war againft the Creeks, I make not the 
Jeaft doubt but we can oblige them to makea 
permanent treaty with the United States, for one 
thalf the expence that the treaty of New-York. 
coft. If Congrefs thould.not think it worth 
while to fall upon fome other method for the 
protection of our frontiers than has been hereto- 
fore, I think that the inhabitants of this country 
will fall upon fome plan for their own fafety. 

«The party of men above mentioned, that 
the favages fell upon, were out a hunting meat 
for the fepport of their families.” 

Extraét of a letter from London, of December 
16, toa gentleman in Portfmouth. 
Sir, 

«* We are forry to inform you that it will not 
be in our power to fhip you goods from this 
country in the Spring fhips, fo low by 20 per 
ent as we have formerly done; owing to the 
manufactories throughout the kingdom being 
broken up, and the many workmen fent to the 
eontinent during the war; and when this curfed 
war will end, God only knows, as his Majeity’s 
{peech is as indicative of a war as at the com- 
meficement of it. 

«* Should Holland and Spain join with France 
agaiaft this country (as it has every appearance) 
eur government muft fall, which the whole of 
the mercantile people now with for with eager- 
nef, as ruin will be the refult if it is not fo; for 
the minifters feem bent on deftruction with the 
heart of a Pharoah.”

Mr. William Steele, of Conway, took fire, and 
was firft difcovered by Mrs Steele (whofe huf- 
band was abfent in the woods) who immediately 
left her bed, and attempted to go im another 
room; on opening the door, the found the room 
all in flames; fhut the door, and retreated to the 
apartment fhe had left, calling to three of her 
children who were afleep in the chamber to make 
their efcape; and then with a peculiar prefence 
of mind took her bed, and forced her way out 
of the houfe. ‘The neighbourhood was alarmed, 
and hurried to her affiftance. At this moment fhe 
recollected the three children up ftairs, and found 
that they were miffing, her four other children 
having efcaped from an a bed room ; but 
it was too late; they had expired in the flames, 
viz. three promifing fons one of 13, another of 
11, and the third of g years of age. By the 
exertions of the neighbours, part of the muti- 
lated bodies were found that night in different 
places among the rains, and a part the next day, 
which were decently interred. The whole con- 
tents of the houfe were confumed excepting two 
beds. The unutterable diftrefs of the af- 
flicted parents, the mournful recollection of the 
dreadful catattrophe, call forth the fympathetic 
tear, and muit extort a figh even from the petri- 


fied bofom of fenfibility itfelf. 





Boston, February 4. 

On Wednefday laft, between the hours of 12 
and 1 inthe morning, a met horrid murder was 
committed on the body of Capt. Charles Fur- 
buih, of Andover, by a Negro man of his own 
family, named Pomp. The family of the de- 
ceafed, conliited of his wife, a fon, and three 
daughters, and the Negro before mentioned. 
The fon and two of the daughters were from 


‘ home. The deceafed, and his wife, flept as ufu- 


al, in the room of the lower floor, and the 
daughter in a bed-room adjacent. The Negro 
had retired to his chamber without any figns of 
uneaiinets known to the family. But between 12 
and 1, he gor up, drefled himéelf, and firit a- 
larmed the daughter, by an attempt to get into 
her room: but finding the door faftened, deitf- 
ed from the attempt. He immediately entered 
the room of the deceafed, while both he and his 
wife were in a found fleep, and ftruck him with 
the head of an axe upon*his left temple, with 
fuch force, as to dafh in the tkull; and witha 
fecond blow, partly upon the left eye, and part- 
ly upon the cheek drove in the bones; he expir- 
ed immediately without a groan. The blows 
awoke Mrs. Furbufh, who inftantly {pringing 
up, the Negro left the room. The daughter al- 
fo hearing the blows, and the fcreech of her mo- 
ther, inftantly ran in, and with her mother, at- 
tempted to raife up the body of the deceafed, but 
finding no figns of life, made their efcape by a 
back way, to the neareft neighbour to call aflift- 
ance. In the mean time, to complete the horrid 
fcene, the Negro returned, took off his coat, 
turned up his fhirt fleeves, and witha knife, mott 
inhumanly cut his mafter’s throat. He then 
dragged the body froin the bed, and left it naked 
an the floor. By this time, affiftance came, and 
found the Negro ftanding by the kitchen fire. 
Being atked what he had been daing, he readily 
confefied the fact, and delivered himfelf up. 
Thus died Capt. Charles Furbuth, inthe sg9th 
year of his age; who has left an affectionate fa- 
mily, and friends, to lament his untimely end.
